Subject:— Doubling of concessions allowed in terms of provisions in rernarks 
against various S. Nos. for annual licences for April 1963 —March 1904. 

No. II7'ITC(PN)/63.—Attention is invited to para 15 of Section 1 of the Red 
Book for April 1963—March 1964, wherein it is stated that in the case of Establish¬ 
ed Importers, the annual licences will be granted for double of the half yearly 
entitlement calculated in terms of'the provisions contained in para 35 of Chapter 2 
of the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1961 after allowing the benefits of mini¬ 
mum value and enhancement of value wherever permissible, 

2. In the policy statement in Section II of the Red Book, the quota percentage 
applicable to the various S. Nos. and Sub-S. Nos. is given and in the remarks 
column against the S. No./Sub-S, No. the conditions, restrictions and concessions 
allowing imports of certain items up to specified values have been provided. It is 
hereby clarified that the conditions/restrictions/concessions as shown against the 
S- Nos./Sub-S. Nos. in the Red Book will be applicable to the half yearly licence 
and in the case of annual licences the conditions/restrictions/concessions will be 
applicable to each half of the licence. But the utilisation of the second half of the 
licence will be allowed in the second half of the validity period of the licence sub¬ 
ject to cut, If any, that may b<T decided upon by Government In the second half year.
